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FOREWORD 

I N’ EVERY RECENT STUDY of education beyond the high 
school the 2-year college has been considered as a possible 
solution to the problem of serving adequately the great flood 
of students that will soon be receiving their high school diploma. 
The importance of these institutions in meeting the desirable 
goals of decentralization and diversification is only now being 
fully realized. The type of 2-year college needed is being con- 
sidered by many districts and States, and in each case there 
is the reasonable request for information regarding what has 
been done before and how can we gain from the experience of 
others. 

In response to these many requests and in keeping with 
the functions of the Qffice of Education, the Division of Higher 
Education is presenting this annotated bibliography of projects, 
surveys, and studies relating to the 2-year community college, 
the junior college, and the technical institute. The bibli- 
ography covers the period from 1953 to 1957 and indicates 
.whether the item described was completed or underway on 
October 1, *957. I 

The Division of Higher Education is grateful to deans 
of graduate schools, deans of colleges of education, officials 
of State departments of education, and executives of national 
associations of higher education for supplying the basic informa- 
tion. The assistance of State directors of junior colleges, 
professors of junior college education, the American Associ- 
ation of Junior Colleges, and the deans or directors of schools 
of library science has made possible the inclusion of significant 
studies that otherwise would have been overlooked.

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INTRODUCTION 


THIS BIBLIOGRAPHY lias been prepared to provide an overview 
of the scope and nature of recant junior collie projects, surveys, and 
studies, and of ^projects, surveys and studies having implications for the 
junior college; to stimulate further investigations as they sown necessary 
ami appropriate; and to encourage the application of the findings toward 
the continued improvement of 2-year instititions. 

At the outset, attention is called to the fact that the bibliography must 
bo eortkidered as only a partial listing 'of projects, surveys, and studies 
rotating to the community college. A compilation of this kind seldom 
results in complete inclusivenees. Although there may have been some 
significant . studies overlooked in the bibliography, it is nevertheless 
believed that the greater number is included. This belief is based on the 
assumption that any college, univeraity, or other agency having con- 
siderable-interest and activity in the junior college field would make sure 
that studies and projects conducted under its auspices wore included in 
this listing. 

BACKGROUND OF PROJECT 


For several yean the idea of an annotated bibliography has been under 
discussion in the American ^Association of Junior Colleges. It was con- 
sidered at the 1956 meeting in New York and at the 1967 conference at 
Salt Lake City. At the Salt Lake City meeting a formal request was made 
to the U. S. Office of Education that it undertake to gather the neces- 
sary information and publish a bibliography. State directors of junior 
college*, university, professors, and consultants deplored the lack of 
communication existing in the field of research and suggested the need 
for a clearing house so that each individual or institution would not find 

' l 
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it necessary to begin the. scientific investigation from the very start but 
could build on the experiences . that had gone before. 

During the summer of 1957 tho U. S. Offico of Education agreed to 
publish a bibliography arid Dr. S. V. Martorana of the Division of Higher 
Education was given the major responsibility for the work. A question- 
naire prepared by the Office (seo Appendix A) was sent to 1,300 institu- 
tions with a request that returns be made by September 15. From the 
returns over 200 pertinent projects and surveys have been listed. Of 
these, about threo-fourths are in the “completed since 1953” category, 
and the remaining one-fourth are listed as “underway.” 

In reality this is the third project of its kind produced by the U. S. 
Office of Education. The first was a bibliography of significant literature 
relating to tho junior college, prepared by Bertalon and Conley in J950. 
In 1953, Dr. William Wood, then Junior College Specialist in the U. S. 
Offico of Education, prepared a list of Doctoral Dissertations Accepted 
for Degrees in Junior and Community College Education (1934-1953). 
The current annotated bibliography is the most ambitious to date. 

In addition to the above projects there are several other valuable 
references for junior college projects, surveys, and studies. These include:

The bibliography does not include a listing of books related to junior 
colleges or of projects that have been described in the Junior College 
Journal or in other periodicals. 

A topical index is also provide*! which includes both the projects 
“underway” and those completed. 
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SOME GENERAL OBSERVATIONS 
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This bibliography was compiled to determine which studies in the 2-year 
college field are attracting the most attention. Simultaneously, significant 
gaps in efforts expended or areas in need of additional research could be 
identified.^ From Jho responses received and the frequency with &hicj^ 
interest was indicated in specific categories, a number of general observa- 
tions hkve resulted. 

By -far, the largest group of projects was concerned with interinstitu- 
tional studies and Burveys. A total of 68, one-third of the total number of 
annotations appear in this group. This, it would appear, is an observation 
which can be expected as a result of the current high degree of interest in 
the organization of American post-high school education and_the need to 
prepare for much greater enrollments of students in the years immediately 
ahead. While some of the projects that appear in this section dealt only 
with one or two specific aspects of 2-year college education, others were 
comprehensive, statewide or regional analyses, involving several institu- 
tions and encompassing such considerations as criteria for establishing 
new institutions, financial support formulas, techniques for determin- 
ing local educational needs, programs of offerings, faculty, plant and physi- 
cal facilities, and coordination of 2-year colleges within a system of 
institutions. 

Another large group of studies was concerned with the institutional 
analysis or staff studies of single institutions. Although only 4 of these 
approached the analysis on a comprehensive basis, many institutiopal 
self-studies presented only specific aspects of operations or programs. 
Reports of these appear under the several other categories used in the 
bibliography. Another topic frequently observed was student-personnel 
sor vices. Significantly large numbers of reports were received also per- 
taining to institutional relationships with various interest groups found in 
junior college constituencies, financing procedures, instructional pro- 
cedures, and institutional organization and administration. 

The area found to be most neglected was that of the junior college 
library . This is an observation which merits special notice by interested 
persons in view of the contention often heard that the junior college library 
has an especially important function to perform in relation to the total 
role of the college’s community services. 

Indeed, the results observed in first returns to the initial request for 
data about research projects and surveys were so disproportionate to ex- 
pected identification of interest in the library that a special effort was 
made to discover projects in this field. When it was believed that most 
of the returns to the initial inquiry that were forthcoming had been re- 
ceived, and they had been assembled and sorted into categories, it was 
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realized that there was only one project that referred to the library. Ac- 
' cordingly, a letter was written (see Appendix B) to the deans of all ac- 
credited schools of library science asking if they were aware of any addi- 
tional projects relating to the junior college library. Although very few 
positive replies were received, a number of the deans of the school of 
library science indicated that they would attempt to stimulate research 
in this field. As has already been indicated, stimulation of this kin d of 
interest was one of the primary purposes for preparing this bibliography. 

Another area which is receiving little attention insofar as this is re- 
vealed by returns to the requests made for bibliographical information is 
the topic of plant and physical facilities for junior colleges. No annota- 
tions appear that deal with this subject alone. In view of the fact theje 
is currently evident much interest in establishing new^institutions and 
considerable activity in plant expansion and improvement of existing in. 
stitutions, the question appears as to why there is no more to report in 
this field. Is it because this subject does not lend itself to objective in- 
quiry, because currently available information is adequate and well- 
^ founded, or are there other reasons?
